The research subject is fishing. 

The Institute was founded and 
donated by Commander Carlyon 
Bellairs who was inflenced by the 
Mnssey Report and felt that he 
wanted McGill to profit irom^^he 
conditions of marine rescnrclf^of 
Barbados. He also hope<l that con- 
nection with the university would 
be beneficial to the island which 
was his former home. 

This institute will work in close 
cooperation with the Barbados 
Experimental Fishery Station. 
Discoveries made in the Barbados 
will be checked in the McGill Zoo- 
logical Library. Dr. Lewis main 
ambition is to persuade fishermen 
in the Barbados not to overcatch 
the supply of fish. 

The Bellairs Research Institute 
of McGill will act as an inter- 
mediary in the close friendship 
between the West Indies and 
Canada.

A series of UNICEF greeting 
cards will be on sale from today 
until Wednesday in the Union at 
$1.00 for a box of ten colorful 
lithographer cards. 

The series which is called "Joy 
for the World's Children" is de- 
signed by the noted American illus- 
trator of children's books, and de- 
picts the amusements of boys and 
girls in five diferent countries: 
Korea, Indonesia, Iran, Austria 
and Mcxica. 

Of the 000 million children in 
the world todoy, some GOO million 
are without adequate food, cloth- 
ing shelter or minimum medical 
protection. UNICEF which is aid- 
ing over 25 jiiillion children in 
some eighty countries, depends on 
voluntary contribution for financ- 
ing its work. 

It is estimated that each dollar 
in cards sold will help provide milk 
for six children for a week, or vac- 
cine to protect ten youngsters 
against tuberculosis, or DDT to 
protect six children for a year in 
malaria-ridden countries.

TO LEAD 1 
MISSION HERE 

Canon Charles E. Raven, Chap- 
lain to Her Majesty the Queen and 
former Vice-Chancellor of Cam- 
bridge University, a world renown- 
ed scientist and theologian will be 
the leader of n religious mission 
at McGill which will be held from 
January 24 to '28. 

The Mission will have as its 
theme 'jChrist and the Modem Op- 
portunity" and is a combined ef- 
fort on the part of seven campus 
Protestant religious club vrith the 
support of members of the Faculty 
of Divinity. 

The Mission Committee feels that 
they have obtained in Canon Raven 
one of the outstanding Christian 
scholars of the age, who stands 
firmly on both theological and 
.•scientific ground. 

He has published a .score of 
books ranging in title and scope 
from "The Gospel and the Church" 
in 1930 to "English Naturalists 
from Neckam to Ray" in 1947. His 
latest works have dealt with the 
impact of science on religion and 
include "Natural Religion and 
Christian Theology" and "Science 
and Religion." 

The intention of these 
lectures the committee has 
stated is to present in rational 
and debatable terms the basis of 
Christian thought in the world to- 
day.

With the multitude of voried events of- 
fered the student body, something is likely to 
suffer. Every year at least one well-meaning 
campus group works hard to prepare some special 
event, only to have it foil due to lack of attend- 
ance. 

At this point the old war cry of "student 

apathy" go-3s up from representatives of that 
group and anyone else they can get to ogree with 
them. 

True it is thai some events hove been noto- 
rious flops; SCOPE sponsored a speech in Moyse 
Hall last year that was attended by six people, 
but, on the oîivj; hand, SCOPE also sponsored a 
piano recital that jammed the Union ballroom to 
overflowing. 

Thj f'layj'.i' Club has in the past iiad trouble 
with small attendance at their Moyse Hall pro- 
ductions; this year they have started off with a 
bong by working within their limitations. "Hedda 



Gabier" was at once a sellout and an artistic 
success. 

On the whole, extra-curricular events at Mc- 
Gill are not flops, and we think that this year 
may prove to be one of the most successful of 
recent years. 

Freshman Reception was the best organized 
in years; the annual student-professor event was 
a roaring success instead of its usual spectacular 
failure; the blood donor clinic set a new record; 
Combined Charities is, at last count, holding its 
own; eager and able crews are at work on the 
Prom, the Red and White Revue and Winter Car- 
nival. 

The only major fly in the ointment this year 
IS the Music Faculty's 50th Anniversary Festival, 
which has hod minute attendonce so for; lack of 
interest in the Faculty's achievement is the most 
popular excuse being given, but we venture to 
suggest that the music presented to dote has 
b-2en too far off the beaten track for most peo- 
ple's tastes. 

The festival's remaining major concerts — 
tonight and a week from Wednesdoy — are far 
more appetizing to the general public. We hope 
they will be ot tended accordingly.

Dear Sir: 

At the next meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council, a motion 
will be prcsnted to change Article 
Three of the Constitution of the 
McGill Daily. This article, as it 
stands now, reads that ". . . in the 
editorial column, the Managing 
Boaixl shall bo free to express 
whatever opinions it holds, save 
that no editorial shall treat of a 
religious or a political question in 
a iiartisnn way. . ." 

If the motion before the S.E.C. 
liasses, the limitation on the Man- 
aging Board's freedom of expres- 
sion will read: ". . . save that no 
editorial shall treat of a religious 
question in a partisan way or ex- 
press suiiport for any political 
party. . ." 

Although this change may seem 
only n minor question of wording, 
it does have the effect of allow- 
ing the editorial column to be used 
as u springboard for partisan poli- 
tics without the explicit mention of 
the name of any party. 

The Daily has always been a 
forum for the exchange of political 
opinions and arguments on the 
campus — it would be very lax in 
its duties to the student body, if It 
did not — but until recently these 
exchanges have been kept outside 
of the editorial columns themselves. 

Although the Daily is technically 
not the official organ of the S.E.C. 
or the student body, and the opin- 
ions expressed in the editorial col- 
umn reflect only the ideas of the 
managing board, there is a certain 
amount of extra coloring to on 
opinion expressed there that is 
lacking if expressed elsewhere in 
the paper. One might almost call 



it a quasi-official opinion, for that 
is the effect it has on the reader's 
mind. 

The relationship of the Daily to 
the student body is very much like 
that of the C.B.C. to the Canadian 
people. The lutter organization has 
a proud record and a firm policy, 
of allowing complete freedom of 
political expression on the air* 
waves yet not interferintr by ex- 
pressing the opinion of either the 
government of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the C.B.C. 

This does not mean that the edi- 
torial board should be restricted 
from expressing opinions about 
government poliices. These govern- 
mental policies are often of vital 
importance to us as students, and 
should, by all means, be commented 
upon editorially. But a criticism or 
support of Conseravtism, Liberal- 
ism, or Socialism is something bet- 
ter left to the non-editorial sec- 
tions of the Daily. 

Within the last month wo have 
already seen two examples of what 
political editorials can mean. Even 
though these editorials were com- 
pletely unconstitutional at the time 
they were written, they servo as 
perfect models of the type of thing 
that the proposed amendments will 
allow. 

We sincerely hope that when the 
S.E.C. considers the proposals this 
week, they wil kep these criticisms 
in view and reject the amendment.

In order to allow the student to 

become familiar with their future 
SEC representatives, each candi- 
date was given a series of ques- 
tions dealing with subjects of 
prime importance to the SEC 
These ciuestions gave the candidate 
an opportunity to express his or 
her view on these subjects.

Colecn Cooil: (1) "Under its 
present policy, McGill should with- 
draw from NFCUS, but if NFCUS 
would, (a) re-examine and amend 
its constitution, (b) retract some 
of its' unrealistic promises, and (c) 
adopt a policy of cooperation 
rather than dictation, then, per- 
haps, McGill could remain within 
the organization." 

2 — (a) "A standing reserve of 
$10,000 should bo set aside to meet 
any SEC emergency, (b) The re- 



mainder should be used to assist 
the various clubs on the campus, to 
help the Daily and other McGill 
publications, or ns the first install- 
ment on a New Union fund." 

Sean Grcsham: (1) "I think we 
should withdraw on a temporary 
basis, for under the present condi- 
tions, NFCUS is as effective as a 
toothless old hag." 

2 — "I believe that ?1,000 is a 
reasonably budgeted surplus. The 
present surplus would be heller 
employed if used as part payment 
for a new Union site, to show that 
we mean business". 

Anne Lucas: (1) "In principle, 
NFCUS is a wonderful organiza- 
tion. They should be given a lillle 
more opportunity to see if they can 
do something better in the line of 
scholarships and student ex- 
change." 

2 — "Enough should be kept to 
cover emergencies which might 
arise. The rest should bo used on 
bursaries, cheaper text books for 
students, and towards a new 
Union." 

Barbara Notkin: (1) "NFCUS 
has demonstrated itself capable of 
action, limited though.it has been. 
McGill should remain within the 
National Organization, while re- 
organizing herself to present the 
committee with suggestions for 
functlonallzing it's principles. Only 
in this way can concrete advance- 
ment bc achieved." 

2 — "An emergency fund, not 
exceeding $5,000 should be main- 
tained. The excess should be divid- 



ed approximately as follows: 50';; 
towards the new Union, 259r on 
stuilents through undergraduate 
societies, 25% maintenance and 
improvement of the old Union." 

Wilson Soulham: (1) "McGill 
sent four very capable elected rep- 
resentatives to this year's National 
NFCUS conference. They were to 
make this decision. They have made 
it, and 1 agree with them." 

2— "A niininnim of $10,000, pre- 
ferably $20,000. The remainder 
should.be divided between an im- 
provement fund and towards the 
new Union when the appeal for 
funds is made." 

John Sanderson: (1) "Not under 
present conditions. In my estima- 
tion, McGill students are simply 
wasliiiK money on an idea, which 
while noble, is doomed to failure 
through lack of cohesion among 
Canadian University Students." 

2 — (a) The surplus should cover 
all emergoiKios, no more, (b) Allo- 
cation of the present surplus: part 
to the Daily for a Wednesday is- 
sue, the rest, minus a small reserve 
as a cushion, to a new Union." 

Hugh Faulkner: (1) "The goals 
which NFCUS is attempting to 
achieve arc excellent and should bc 
suported. However, I feel these 
goals will only be reolizod through 
an extensive change in the present 
method." 

2 — "Approximately $10,000 
would be a reasonable surplus. The 
excess, this year, should be spent 
to the mutual advantage of all stu- 



dents, and the present SEC policy 
seems to be doing that." 

DENTKISTKY 
Don llcauprie: "We should stay 
in NFCUS and give our members 
the sujiport they need. Their huge 
tasks cannot be done in a short 
time. We pay almost as much 
money to the debating union, but 
with less hue and cry. I am strong- 
ly in favour of more bursaries ami 
scholarsihips." 

2 — "A sufficiently large sur- 
plus should be maintained to meet 
emergencies. The excess bc spent 
on more scholarships and bursaries, 
increased grants to dubs and so- 
cieties, decreased prices to student 
events, cafeteria improvement, and 
towards a new Union fund." 

Frank Shnmy: "Yes, although I 
deplore the ineffectiveness of the 
I organization under its present set- 
up. NFCUS can become a resiiect- 
ed working force only if all Cana- 
dian Universities continue their 
active participation in it." 

COJIMEKCE 
Clarence Blatt: (1) "NFCUS, 

this year, is facing' a ^^rcut test; — 
it has finally gotten the money it 
has asked for. Only if it succeeds 
in its' present program, am I in 
favour of McGill remaining %nthin 
the organization." 

(2) "The surplus of the Student 
Society .should be sufficient to 
cover all necessary contingencies. 
The balance should bc appropri 
ated towards the financing of a 
new Union, the erection of which 
has become a necessity for allevia- 



ting the ciow<led facilities offered 
present Union members." 

John Jackson: "McGill should se- 
cede from the NFÇUS organiza- 
tion and take the lead by reorgani- 
sing it or replace it by an annual 
meeting of Student Society Pi'csi- 
dents'.. 

(2) "To prevent a possible fee 
raise in future years we must 

maintain a surplus. A limited 
amount should bc distributed 
towards general student society 
activities". 

LAW 

Avrum Cohen: (1) "McGill, a 
members of NFCUS, shares res- 
ponsibility for its policy. Recog- 
nizing this responsibility, we 
should press for desirable policy 
changes, not for withdrawal." 

(2) "$18,000 is too large a sum. 
I cannot set a definite figure with- 
out more study and consultation. 
The surplus should bc used for 
capital expenditures." 

ENGINEERING 
David Ellis: (1) "No, unless a 
definite program can be followed 
which wil benefit all students in 
member universities." 

(2: "The SEC should not budget 
for a surplus, but if one should 
exist, this money should be given, 
part to the Daily, and part to the 
New Union Fund." 

Bnlcolm Lefcort: (1) "Yes, but 
NFCUS should reduce the scope of 
its operations and become the voice 
of Canadian university students;

(2) "Three to five thousand is 
a reasonable surplus. The rest 
should go towards a now Union. If 
this is not feasible, how about a 
scholarship fund?" 

Maurice Vezina: (1) "Since 
NFCUS has been in existence long 
enough to prove itself, and since it 
has shown that there is no tangible 
advantage to be gained from its 
continued existence, I see no real 
argument for paying a 50c fee to 
sustain this organization."

mCTRflS Loses HeilRTBReRK FinflL

Lost in the confusion following one of the most exciting and shocking Gray Gup games ever 
played was the conclusion to the closest and most spine-tingling intercollegiate football season that 
Extern Canada has ever witnessed. 

While Bcmie Falonoy was compounding a felony ond stealing a ball game from" the hands of 
the Montreal Alouettes, tlic University of Toronto <Blues edged out the Western Mustangs 9-8 to cop 
the Intercollegiate Football League championship. 
With millions of pairs of eyes 



glued to TV sets nil over the con- 
tinent to watch Chuck Hunsingcr 
make like Fred Merkle, Mickey 
Owens and "Wrong-way" Corrigan 
all at once, a thrilling climax was 
written into the record books as 
Varsity won their first game in 
17 years in London, all done in 
relative obscurity. 

Bucking the competition of the 
Edmonton-Montreal final, tho Ar- 
my-Navy game, and the weather, 
the niuea managed to temporarily 
halt the virtual monopoly on the 
college title held by the Mustangs. 
Playing in a combination of rain 
and snow, mixed with mud and 
slime from the gridiron, Toronto 
oul-mudpied the Western aggre- 
^ration lo spell finis to n isenson 
marked by confusion, frustration, 
ineligibility, tension, drama and 
sonic tremendous pigskin battles... 
' The confusion was evident in 
several places, with the most con- 
fused people being those who fol- 
lowed closely the deliberations of 
the league solons. The governing 
body hod the outright insolence 
to throw McMaster out of the lea- 
gue, thereby confusing everyone, 
and since McGill didn't agree, 
there was theoretically no league. 
Since all games were only exhibi- 
tions, then, who had the right to 
declare players ineligible? 

On top of all this, when a three- 
way tic forced n dramatic finish 
to the season play, a coin was toss- 
ed to decide who would play who. 
Ah, but here's the rub — what 
would have happened if Toronto 
hadn't won the toss, and by a com- 
bination of circumstantc's Satur- 
day's game would have had to bei 
played at Varsity Stadium instead 



of In Western's home grounds? 
What would have happened to the 
Grey Cup game? Confusing, isn't 
it? 

The tension and drama became 
evident two weeks ago when To- 
ronto played Queen's in the last 
regular game of the season. A win 
by Toronto would force a three 
way tic, provided of course that 
the Western Mustangs beat the 
frustrated and partially ineligible 
McGill Uedmcn. A win by the 
Golden Gaels would completely eli- 
minate the lilucs. So what happen- 
ed — the Gaels, leading by nine 
points late in the fourth quarter, 
suddenly fell apart at the seams 
and allowed the Varsity squad to 
score 11 points and set the scene 
for a three-way tie. 

The next week in Kingston, tlie 
Gaels once again had n fourth- 
quarter lead, but this time it was 
on the last play and Western was 
losing 18-15. The desperate Mus- 
tangs tried a 36-yard field goal 
whicli fell sliort. The ball was fum- 
bled by Ron Stewart, a star 
Queen's back, was pounced upon 
by a Western end for a touchdown, 
and once again the Gaels had 
blown the game. 

The scene shifts now to Little 
Memorial Stadium in London for 
the final between Western u n d 
Toronto. After winning seven 
championships in nine years, the 
Mustangs were favoured to repeat. 
It was only last year that tho Pur- 
ple and Gold held off a powerful 
Toronto squad in the post-season 
playoff to win 12-G, and another 
Yntes Trophy for Johnny Metrus. 

.Steve Oneschuk, playing his last 
game in a Toronto uniform, led his 
team on- to victory with a typical
